A year and a half after proposing the idea to the state 
Water Resources Administration, Beltway Plaza owner 
Sidney Brown’s plans to acquire the county school bus park¬ 
ing lot adjacent to his shopping center appear to be snuffed 
out.

At the same city crunch 
meeting on November 2 
which saw proposed devel¬ 
opment at the Good Luck 
Road/Hanover Parkway in¬ 
tersection opposed by coun¬ 
cil (as reported in last 
week's News Review), a 
number of citizens’ questions 
and internal city matters 
were discussed. The former 
ranged from parkland acqui¬ 
sition to sidewalk improve¬ 
ments, and the latter — sev¬ 
eral brought up by council 
members themselves — in¬ 
cluded such things as a pos¬ 
sible pizza restaurant opera¬ 
tion at the Center and heli¬ 
copter overflights of Green- 
belt. 

Citizen Concerns 

Marvin Holmes, speaking for 
Citizens for Greenbelt (CFG), 
expressed the group's “disap- 
pointment that .no council mem¬ 
bers were present” at a State 
Highway Administration (SHA) 
briefing in late October, though 
other community representatives 
present conveyed concerns 
about the new Greenbelt Road/ 
Kenilworth interchange. He noted 
that “The fear of CFG is that 
the citizen emotion (on the traf¬ 
fic issue) might subside—there 
was an opportunity to say some¬ 
thing that wasn't taken." Eunice 
Coxon also felt that “We need 
to have momentum and get re¬ 
sults—presently I feel discour¬ 
aged and very disappointed." 

Council member Tom White 
commented that “The city of 
Greenbelt had made its feeling* 
known before this briefing . . . 
so the message from Greenbelt 
is clear to , . . officials.” Coun¬ 
cil member Antoinette Bram add¬ 
ed that “I do my best to get 
to meetings outside the city, but 
was unable (in this case) because 
of other commitments." Assist¬ 
ant City Manager Mike Mc¬ 
Laughlin said that the staff is 
now sending out a tape of citi¬ 
zen comments to officials includ¬ 
ing the governor and Hal Kas- 
soff, the State Highway Admin¬ 
istrator. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
suggested “I don’t think there’s 
a legislator who doesn’t know 
of our concern” about the Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue situation. 

On the matter of parkland ac¬ 
quisition, Ruth Kastner express¬ 
ed concern that “No action has 
been taken on appraisals of Par¬ 
cels 1 and 2,” lying next to the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway, 
City Manager Jim Giese report¬ 
ed that the appraisals are “all 
backlogged . . . we’re frus¬ 
trated,” but the city was wait- 
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ing to receive an appraisal of 
Parcel 2, which was “better than 
seeking new appraisers.” 

Weidenfeld briefly reviewed 
the history of negotiations with 
the owners of the tracts, con¬ 
cluding with. “We’re proceeding 
in a staged plan . . . the next 
step being to get appraisals (in 
order) to get the land without 
a large outlay of money." In 
further discussion on the alloca¬ 
tion of recently voted bond fund¬ 
ing. however, a difference of 
opinion surfaced again. Giese and 
Weidenfeld were of the view 
that “the total amount of money 
(expended on the bond issue pro¬ 
jects including parkland) is go¬ 
ing to be the same" whether 
parkland is funded now or later, 
while White reiterated “What 
has to go begging is parkland 
acquisition; I view the decision 
to (issue) five million dollars 
(of bonds) instead of four mil¬ 
lion as somewhat altering the 
commitment made to the pub¬ 
lic on June 29.” Council mem¬ 
ber Ed Putens and Weidenfeld 
restated their positions on this, 
the latter saying that “My com¬ 
mitment is still the same as at 
the June 29 meeting, however 
the money is to be raised." Kast¬ 
ner replied “I believe that, but 
the way the (police station and 
pool) projects are going, my 
worry is that the voters will 
have to pay more taxes for park¬ 
land."

Interest on City Bonds 
Lower Than Expected 

On Thursday, November 5, the 
city of Greenbelt sold the first 
$5 million of the authorized 
bond issue. The average interest 
rate of the bonds is 7.04 percent. 
According to the city’s report on 
the bond sale, an interest rate 
of around 8,5 percent had been 
expected. The lower interest 
rate should save the city almost 
$50,000 per year in interest 
charges. This translates to ap¬ 
proximately one and one^half 
cents on the property tax rate. 

The city had obtained a rating 
of A from Moody's and of A-f 
from Standard and Poor’s. The 
report cited the recent turmoil 
in the stock market as a fac¬ 
tor in the low interest rate ob¬ 
tained. 

Ten bids were received, with 
the bonds being sold to Bank¬ 
ers Trust Company and Morgan 
Stanley of New York. The bonds 
will be issued in multiples of 
$5,000 for interest rates rang¬ 
ing between six and nine per¬ 
cent depending on maturity date. 


are a drop-in center for seniors 
at the new North End Center; 
a program of trips and other 
special events; periodic health 
screening; a possible column of 
interest to seniors in the News 
Review; and “outreach” activi¬ 
ties for isolated seniors, as well 
as support for senior housing 
projects. In general, the Task 
Force would be charged with 
developing recommendations on 
a comprehensive senior citizen 
policy. 

* Weidenfeld reported that 
several residents have expressed 
concern about the prospect of a 
Domino’s Pizza operation at the 
present real estate office next 
to the Co-op supermarket, with 
likely attendant traffic. He asked 
Giese about state and county 
requirements for such a change 
in usage, and council member 
Joe Isaacs also raised questions 
concerning possible fire hazards 
associated with pizza ovens. City 
solicitor Robert Manzi noted that 
a special exception is nor¬ 
mally not required for a carry¬ 
out restaurant. In response to 
a question later by the News 
Review Manzi said that a fast 
food restaurant would, in most 
Cases, require a special excep¬ 
tion unless it is a part of an 
“integrated shopping center." 
Manzi said he is continuing to 
investigate which category the 
proposed pizza operation would 
be in. 

In response to White’s query 
on the actual present status of 
the proposed operation, the man¬ 
ager replied that “The owner of 
the building informs us that he 
has entered into a lease with a 
franchise of Domino’s,”

Brown was cited by the WRA 
in October 1985 for sediment 
pollution stemming from the 
steep embankment along the east 
end of the plaza property. He 
was ordered to eliminate all 
sediment from the slope and to 
outline a plan for how he would 
do so. In response to the cita¬ 
tion, Brown proposed negotiating 
a land swap with the school 
board as a permanent solution 
to the problem, since it would 
allow him to eliminate the slope. 
According to its own staff, and 
to county agents familiar with 
the proposal, the school board 
is not interested in moving their 
largest bus lot to a new loca¬ 
tion. The county, through the of¬ 
fice of the county executive, has 
acted in the past as a go-be¬ 
tween for the school board and 
Brown. According to a former 
staff member of the county ex¬ 
ecutive, Brown first stated his 
desire for a land swap with the 
school board in a letter to coun¬ 
ty executive Parris Glendening. 
The ex-staff member explained 
that Glendening supported the 
idea, because he felt that mov¬ 
ing the bus lot would accomplish 
two things: (1) It would allow 
Brown to eliminate an embank¬ 
ment that not only poses an ero¬ 


sion problem, but also a safety 
hazard since part of the bus lot 
sits on top the embankment, and 
(2) It would help relieve traf¬ 
fic congestion along Greenbelt 
Road by eliminating an access, 
and moving the 100-plus buses 
going in and out every school 
day to a new location. The for¬ 
mer staff member said the school 
board was wary of Brown from 
the outset, and refused to have 
any direct dealings with him. 
Thus, the office 1 of the county 
executive adopted the role of a 
go-between. 

Bob Duncan, who currently 
serves on the county executive’s 
staff, explained that the county 
had offered several of its prop¬ 
erties in the area (basically sur¬ 
plus school sites) as negotiable 
sites for a replacement lot, but 
none were of interest to the 
school board. Duncan said the 
projected cost of a replacement 
facility on one of these county 
owned sites was also 25% high¬ 
er than the appraised value of 
the existing bus lot property. 
(The appraised value, based on 
the lot’s current use rather than 
on its economically optimal al¬ 
ternative, was previously dis-

Density, Day Care ; Not a Trade 

To the residents of Greenbelt: 

Many organizations and individuals have recently contacted me 
to express support for two pieces of legislation which are pending 
final action before the Prince Georges County Council. One of these 
bills is CB-139-87, which is designed to encourage day-care facili¬ 
ties by the granting of (additional construction) density, up to 10%, 
for the construction, equipping and guaranteeing the operation of 
Day Care Centers. 

First, let me clearly state that I recognize the pressing need 
for child care in Prince Georges County. These services are sorely 
needed and must be encouraged, nurtured and expedited. The work¬ 
ing and non-working mothers and fathers in our county are entitled 
to broad day-care options <to ensure the best possible health and 
welfare of their children. 

As you can see, we share the same goals. Yet, after careful 
review and consideration, I find myself unable to support the legis¬ 
lation wnich is currently pending. My opposition to these bills does 
not stem from a lack of concern about the availability of day care. 
Instead, I do not believe I am willing to “tirade” day care, as pro¬ 
posed in CB-139-87, for an issue which is of equal concern — 
density. I believe there are ways other than giving away density 
to provide the care we rightfully seek for our children. Developers 
can be offered other incentives; tax breaks, a reduction of fees, and 
expediting the projects, are just a few possibilities, 

Density is forever. The county exceutive would have us give 
away 1% for art in public places in CB-77-87, Some of my col¬ 
leagues would have us give away 7% - 10o/ 0 for child care in CB- 
139-87. Where shall we draw the line? Will the day come when 
pressure mounts to give density to a developer who provides senior 
housing, shelter for the homeless, care for the handicapped? Cer¬ 
tainly no one could argue the urgent need for such services in our 
community. Are you willing to barter with our land in order to 
provide them? I am not. 

Let's assume for a moment that CB-77-87 (art in public places) 
and CB-139-87 (day care) were enacted. A developer could propose 
a project including art, and a day-care facility (for which he or she 
bears the responsibility for only five years), and receive an increase 
in density of up to 11%. Perhaps this does not sound like much to 
you. Consider, however the Bowie New Town project which is cur¬ 
rently under construction. 

Bowie New Town Center contains 1,365 residential units. Under 
the proposed density give-away bills, using an 8% figure, the pro¬ 
ject could have expanded by sqeezing an additional 110 residential 
units onto the same property. These additional units could con¬ 
ceivably result in 880 automobile trips per day on our already over¬ 
congested roads, not to mention the strain on services such as public 
safety, trash removal and recreation. 

Further, let's assume that each unit is sold for 100,000 (a con¬ 
servative estimate). The developer would stand to collect in excess 
of $10 million dollars for his or her efforts. Such incentives for 
day-care facilities are inconsistent with the quality-of-life object¬ 
ives in which I strongly believe. 

From a developer's point of view, many counties in the region 
are becoming undesirable places in which to invest. Anne Arundel 
County has instituted impact fees, Montgomery County has serious 
transportation problems, and Fairfax County is expected to exper¬ 
ience drastic policy changes as a result of the recent election. Clear¬ 
ly, Prince Georges is one of the premiere places to be if you are a 
developer! 

Developers want to sell their product. Large sums of money are 
routinely expended to market and research the concerns and desires 
of potential customers. Ten years ago, consumers wanted pools and 
tennis courts. They got them. Developers did not receive any 
“goodies” to provide these amenities, they built them to appease 
and interest buyers. 

Today, developers are finding that potential customers are tre¬ 
mendously concerned about day care. Evidence of the development 
community’s awareness of this priority can be seen by three pro¬ 
posals which are currently under review. Enfield Chase, a proposed 
residential community in Mitchellville, includes two institutional sites 
for day care. Drumsheugh, a proposed residential community in 
Largo, has submitted a day-care center as part of their development 
proposal. Penn Capital Center (Bell Towers), a proposed develop¬ 
ment including residential, office and retail space on Pennsylvania 
Avenue, has submitted a concept plan which shows a major day-care 
center as part of the proposal. Keep in mind that these day-care 
facilities have been proposed without the benefit of any additional 
incentives to the developer. Do we really want to trade our land 
in order to stimulate a market which is already beginning to meet 
our needs? 

Like many residents, I believe in day care. However, I believe 
this legislation is taking us in the wrong direction during a time 
that it is imperative that we move cautiously in the right direction. 
Let’s work together to provide dependable day care without com¬ 
promising our land, our roads, and our future. 

The day-care legislation is scheduled for public hearing and final 
action on November 19, at 19:15 a.m., in the Council hearing room 
located in the County Administration Building. I appreciate this op¬ 
portunity to share with you another point of view, and I hope I 
have provided you with some insight into my concerns about the 
long-range affects of this legislation if enacted.

Do Them Right 

To the Editor: 

Lawrence L. Goldberg’s criti¬ 
cism of my letter to the editor 
in the October 15 issue of the 
News Review contained many 
errors of fact and lack of know¬ 
ledge of the subject I was dis¬ 
cussing. 

His first statement that those 
who vote are no different than 
those who do not vote is just 
not true. Studies show that there 
is a difference in voting patterns 
among economic, ethnic, racial 
and various age groups. Even 
here in Greenbelt there are dif¬ 
ferences in Che various sections 
of the city. On top of this un¬ 
representative population, we 
have the fact that we know 
nothing about those who filled in 
the questionnaire. To say that 
they are representative of the 
voters, without knowing who 
they are, is wishful thinking at 
best. 

His statement that the pro¬ 
portion of the respondents in the 
Greenbelt sample was greater 
than those in Gallup or Harris 
polls, and therefore a viable 
sample, is an example of his lack 
of knowledge regarding sam¬ 
pling. I can generate hypothe¬ 
tical populations and questions, 
where a sample of less than ten 
would produce an estimate that 
would be within one percent of 
the value if the entire popula¬ 
tion were questioned. On the 


other hand I could also construct 
a question and a population 
where a large proportion of the 
population would have to be 
queried to obtain an accurate 
result. Sampling depends on a 
number of factors, not just the 
proportion of the population an¬ 
swering the question. 

The one fact that I mentioned, 
but which Goldberg ignores, is 
that a valid sample allows one 
to state with some confidence 
the interval that includes the 
value if the entire population 
was polled. This is usually given 
as a footnote, such as “these 
figures are accurate to within 
plus or minus three percent”, in 
the polls he mentioned. I chal¬ 
lenge Goldberg to calculate the 
accuracy of the Greenbelt sur¬ 
vey findings. It just can’t be 
done, 

Goldberg’s statement about the 
complaints of the Census is an¬ 
other example of his lack of 
knowledge m this area. The 
complaints have nothing to do 
with sampling, since the Census 
is a complete count of the popu¬ 
lation, mandated by law. The 
Census Bureau carries out many 
surveys using small sample 
populations. They are one of the 
leaders in the development of 
sample survey methodology and 
techniques. They have also 
claimed that they could do a 
more accurate count of the 
United States population if they 
were allowed to use sampling in 
the decennial census. 

With regard to costs, Gold¬ 
berg misrepresented my posi¬ 
tion. There are many costs asso¬ 
ciated with the survey. In addi¬ 
tion to the cost of actually do¬ 
ing the survey, there may be 
costs associated with the use of 
the findings, if in fact they 
were not accurate. These are 
monetary costs, and they may 
be many times greater than the 
cost of doing the survey. In ad¬ 
dition there may be non-mone- 
tary costs in the effect of invalid 
findings on people. 

Mr, Goldberg’s letter rein¬ 
forces the statement I made in 
my original letter. If it can't be 
done right, it should not be 
done. The Greenbelt surveys are 
not done right, in spite of Gold¬ 
berg’s claims, and the city should 
either do them right or it should 
stop wasting money on this type 
of activity,

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GCC Membership Hears Positive 
Report on Financial Prospects 

by Joe Timer 

Patronage refunds and positive news set the tone for 
this year’s annual meeting of Greenbelt Consumer Coopera¬ 
tive. Some 60 members attended the October 30, 1987 
meeting held at the Municipal building. The two incum¬ 
bents — Michael Burchick and James Cassels — were elec- 
ed to 3-year terms to the Board of Directors. 


Finances 

Treasurer Joe Timer reported 
that the co-op had a successful 
year—with combined operating 
income of $108,867 and a very 
strong balance sheet. “This suc¬ 
cess was truly a cooperative ef¬ 
fort involving member loyalty, 
effective management and an 
active Board, * Timer said. Sales 
during the fiscal year ending 
July 31, totalled $5.69 million, 
which was two percent higher 
than the previous 12 months. 
Supermarket sales, which in¬ 
creased seven percent, account¬ 
ed for $4.8 million. The $425,000 
loan from the National Coopera¬ 
tive Bank has been repaid. 

Because of its profitable year, 
the co-op paid two bonuses to 
supermarket employees amount¬ 
ing to $29,876, and earmarked 
$68,693 as a patronage refund 
for members. Chairman Jim 
Cassels noted, “We hope to dis¬ 
tribute the cash portion of the 
refund in early December. The 
patronage refund amounts to 
about 3.5% of member purchases 
during the operating year.” Ti¬ 
mer said that in its 38 months 
of operations, GCC had declared 
patronage refunds totaling $273,- 
373. 

Operations 

Supermarket manager Bob 
Davis reported that the store 


continues to make improvements 
aimed at meeting the needs of 
the members and the community. 
The supermarket reached all its 
goals during FY87. It continues 
to focus on providing value and 
variety in a clean, attractive 
place to shop. “Expanded ser¬ 
vices include a new soup bar 
scheduled to open during the first 
week of November and a fruit 
and salad bar to be added in 
December,*' stated Davis. 

Manager Dave Meadows at¬ 
tributed the $4,600 operating 
loss at the service station to the 
dramatic drop in the cost of 
gasoline. “The service business 
and the number of gallons of 
gasoline has remained relatively 
constant,” he said, “but it's hard 
covering fixed expenses when 
you're selling gas 35% cheaper.” 
Meadows was encouraged by cur¬ 
rent market conditions; gas 
sales for the past three months 
were about 25% above year-ago 
levels. Several members compli¬ 
mented the bervice station staff 
for its reliable and friendly ser¬ 
vice, its free estimates and for 
guaranteeing its work. 

Development Concerns 

GCC members spent almost 
half of the two-hour meeting 
expressing their serious con¬ 
cerns with proposed development 


of the Nyman Realty property. 
Eileen Peterson echoed the 
sentiment of those in attendance 
by noting that the concerns with 
the planned addition of a home- 
delivery pizza operation focused 
primarily on pedestrian safety 
and traffic hazards. Members 
were particularly worried about 
the delivery aspect of the busi¬ 
ness with its guaranteed fast 
service. As Keith Chernikoff 
stated, “Greenbelt Consumer Co¬ 
operative is not opposed to any 
new business in the area, but 
they are opposed to any activity 
that deprives customers of the 
Roosevelt Center of parking and 
safe access to that area.” The 
membership unanimously ap¬ 
proved a motion directing the 
Board to monitor planned de¬ 
velopment and “to take appro¬ 
priate action, especially voicing 
their concerns on these matters." 

Wayne Williams, John Martin 
and Ruth Morris won door 
prizes, which were $20.00 mer¬ 
chandise certificates.

GHI Member Charges Will Increase 
By 5 . 03 % in Budget of $5,132,372

On November 5 the board 
of directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. passed for first 
reading the 1988 budget. 
The budget, which totals 
$5,132,372, will result in an 
average increase of 5.03 per¬ 
cent in members’ charges 
and an overall increase of 
8.44 percent in operating ex¬ 
penses. 

While the budget was ap¬ 
proved unanimously when the 
vote finally came, lengthy dis¬ 
cussion had preceded this ap¬ 
proval. The board’s deliberations 
centered around four provisions 
which had been unresolved in 
earlier consideration of the bud¬ 
get. The first of these items was 
the perennial problem of trim 
painting. The budget, as GHI 
Manager Ron Colton explained, 
contains $25,000 for painting 
trim on the frame homes on a 
five-year cycle. He outlined oth¬ 
er options which the board could 
take, ranging from elimination of 
trim painting as a GHI service 
with the responsibility turned 
back to the members to contract 
the work out. Colton recalled, 
however, that the last experience 
of contracting this painting had 
ndt been successful because of 
the labor-intensive nature of the 
surface preparation required. 

Two of the options found sup¬ 
porters on the board: (1) to do 
a series of test units trying to 
identify techniques to produce 
a satisfactory result, or (2) to 
do a smaller number of units in 
1988 but to cover with alum¬ 
inum, where feasible, as much 
of the wood as possible so that 
the work will not have to be 
repeated. Director Wayne Wil¬ 
liams moved to implement the 
second of these options but later 
changed his motion to allow for 
experimentation with techniques 
other than covering by alum¬ 
inum if these should prove 
more satisfactory. 

Director Mac Wirick noted that 
some members, who do their own 
trim painting and do a very good 
job of it, should not be forced 
to accept the aluminum cover¬ 
ing if they did not want it. He 
was assured that members could 
refuse the service as long as 
they maintained the trim in ac¬ 
ceptable condition. 

The second item undertaken by 
the board was a motion by Di¬ 
rector Ray McCawley to add 
$15,000 to the budget to make 


a start on replacing money bor¬ 
rowed from working capital. 
The money was borrowed in 1986 
to pay for legal fees and as¬ 
bestos removal. The amount now 
owed to working capital is about 
$600,000. McCawley’s motion 
passed on a 5-to-3 vote, with 
Directors Nancy Hutchins, An¬ 
drea Haslinger and Betty Deitch 
opposed. 

Increase Grounds Staff 

Director Chuck Hess started 
consideration of the third item 
by moving that $10,000 be add¬ 
ed to the maintenance budget to 
provide an additional position 
for grounds maintenance. Wil¬ 
liams added that the board does 
this every year, and every year 
the additional person gets di¬ 
verted to some crisis or other; 
he then amended the motion to 
specify that this position would 
be dedicated to grounds main¬ 
tenance and unavailable for oth¬ 
er tasks. 

McCawdey spoke against the 
amendment on the grounds that 
management’s hands should not 
be tied in this way in case of 
a real emergency. However, the 
motion and the amendment pass¬ 
ed with only McCawley opposed. 

Employee Compensation 

The issue occupying the board 
the longest was employee com¬ 
pensation. At the last meeting 
the board had voted to pay 100% 
of the employees’ health insur¬ 
ance and had left in the budget 
funds to provide long-term dis¬ 
ability insurance for employees. 
The corporation now pays 05% 
and the employee pays 35%. Ac¬ 
cording to Colton’s statements, 
the corporation could, by chang¬ 
ing carriers, get coverage for 
the employees and pay 100% of 
the premiums for the same 
amount as GHI now pays in 
covering 65% of the cost with 
the current carrier. He also es¬ 
timated that GHI would benefit 
from the freedom to negotiate 
with different carriers. 

At the November 5 meeting, 
some support was evident for 
looking at employee compensa¬ 
tion as a whole, instead of deal¬ 
ing separately with cost-of-liv¬ 
ing raises and health benefits. 

Director Alan Freas led off by 
making a motion to approve a 
three percent cost-of-living 
raise. He said that happy and 
competent employees are an as¬ 
set to the corporation. Haslinger 
seconded the motion. Hutchins, 
however, said she had some 
problems with a three percent 


cost-of-living raise and 100% 
payment of the health insurance 
premiums. She said that the two 
benefits would add up to some¬ 
thing like <a five percent raise. 

Deitch also objected to pay¬ 
ment of all health insurance costs 
by the corporation. She and sev¬ 
eral other board members point¬ 
ed out that some employees who 
are covered by health insurance 
through some other means 
(spouse’s insurance, for exam¬ 
ple) might take the “free” in¬ 
surance, whereas they have not 
been willing to take coverage 
for which they had to pay some 
part. If more employees take the 
coverage this would increase 
GHI’s costs. 

McCawley, however, insisted 
that health benefits are not con¬ 
nected with base pay and the 
majority of the board agreed. 
When Freas’ motion was voted 
on, it passed 5 to 3, with Hess, 
Hutchins, and Deitch opposed. 

Hutchins then moved to recon¬ 
sider the motion to pay 100% 
of the health benefits, and the 
motion passed 5 to 3 with Freas, 
Wirick. and McCawley opposed. 
During the discussion, Hutchins 
said she w*a« “looking for a way 
to get the budget numbers 
down” and suggested that the 
corporation might pay a some¬ 
what larger part of the health 
insurance premiums but less 
than 100%. Haslinger also sug¬ 
gested that GHI might authorize 
a specific amount for health ben¬ 
efits and let the manager decide 
how to spend it most effectively. 

When Hutchins made a motion 
to pay “up to” 100% of the 
health insurance costs, however, 
the motion failed. The board then 
approved by 5 to 3 a motion 
by Williams to pay 10C% of the 
health benefits cost. Hutchins. 
Hess and Deitch voted against 
the motion. 

Having debated and disposed 
of the four topics, the board ap¬ 
proved unanimously a motion by 
Hess to approve the budget for 
first reading. The board is 
scheduled to consider the budget 
for final adoption on November 
19. 

New Membership Application 

The board adopted a new 
membership application which, 
among other changes, requires 
two personal references on be¬ 
half of prospective members of 
the cooperative. If possible, the 
references are to be taken from 
current members of GHI. 

Haslinger and Hess indicated

that they have some reservations 
about the usefulness of these 
references. Haslinger asked how 
much it will cost in staff time 
to process these references and 
what GHI is going to do with 
them once they get them. Ray- 
etta Henson, the staff member 
who processes the contracts, re¬ 
plied that it won’t take too muoh 
of her time if the persons con¬ 
tacted, reply promptly; if she 
has to send follow-up queries it 
will take more time and could 
delay the contract. When Hess 
made a motion to delete the re¬ 
quirement for personal refer¬ 
ences, however, the motion did 
not get a second. After some dis¬ 
cussion of other changes, a mo¬ 
tion by Deitch to adopt the new 


application form was approved 
by unanimous vote. 

According to Colton’s report 
to the board, the changes in the 
application were designed to “ob¬ 
tain additional information to 
enable the Board and staff to 
evaluate prospective members, 
to make changes required by re¬ 
visions to applicable federal and 
state regulations, and to make 
prospective members more aware 
cxf the corporation’s rules and 
regulations.” 

Due to the late hour and the 
announced necessity for an ex¬ 
ecutive session to discuss a legal 
matter, the board deferred hear¬ 
ing the quarterly staff reports 
until the next meeting, which 
will take place on November 17.

closed as being well over a mil¬ 
lion dollars). According to Dun¬ 
can, the county executive and 
staff are no longer serving as 
intermediates in the matter. 
Duncan said that after his last 
contact with the school board in 
July, it was his understanding 
that a likely condition for any 
transaction with Brown would 
involve his acquiring a suitable 
property, and then making im¬ 
provements to that property to 
meet school board specifications. 
Duncan said that during the time 
of his affiliation with the pro¬ 
posal, the school board had not 
met with Brown or a representa¬ 
tive of Brown. He also said that 
the school board was satisfied 
with the present location of the 
bus lot. 

Donald Lee, a real estate offi¬ 
cer for the school board, reite¬ 
rated points he made during a 
News Review inquiry last fall. 
He said a change in the location 
would affect all the bus routes 
which were timed and syncron, 
izer with the staggered open¬ 
ings and closings of schools. “We 
can live with that location/' he 
said. “We have for many, many 
years." 

Lee disagreed with the notion 
that the bus lot operation is 
adding to the congestion along 
Greenbelt Rd., particularly dur¬ 
ing the afternoon hours. Al¬ 
though contributing a little to 
the morning congestion, Lee said 
the buses are not the cause of 
the Greenbelt Rd. problems. 

Lee cited an additional factor 
behind the school board's reluc¬ 
tance to vacate the Greenbelt 
Rd- bus lot, namely, concern over 
Brown's land use plans for the 
property. “Once we move the bus 
lot, we are not totally out of the 
area, because we still have a 
^chooi there," Lee said, refer¬ 
ring to Greenbelt Middle School 
adjacent to the bus lot. He 
pointed out that if Browm were 
to build on the property, it is 
likely that some kind of slope 
would be created close to school 
grounds. 

Brown has received two com¬ 
pliance deadline extensions since 
the WRA citation two years ago. 
According to former WRA offi¬ 
cial Edson Larrimore, Brown re¬ 
quested the first extension in re¬ 
sponse to the citation, and it was 
granted because of the time 
needed to negotiate the land 
swap. The extension pushed back 
the compliance deadline from 
September 30, 1986 to April 1, 
1987. The deadline was pushed 
back again to October 1, 1987 
after the WRA was demanded 
and a newly created state agen¬ 
cy, the Maryland Department 
of Environment, assumed re¬ 
sponsibility for stormwater and 
sediment control matters. 

According to Mike Reahl of 
the Department of Environment, 
an April 16 letter by Brown's 
attorney Frederick Wine did not 
get a response until the new 
agency was set up in July. Later 
on that month, Reahl said he 
responded to the letter granting 
the extension. He was unable to 
specify any progress Brown had 
made toward acquiring the bus 
lot. The extension, he said, was 
made “in the hope that someone 
would buy the property and take 
care of the problem."

State Announces AIDS 
Drug-Assistance Program 

The Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene has 
announced it will help make Az- 
idothymidine (AZT) available for 
those AIDS patients who make 
too much money to qualify for 
Medical or Pharmacy Assistance, 
but cannot alfird the expensive 
drug. At least 40 patients in the 
state can be served by the Mary¬ 
land AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program (MDAP), which is fund¬ 
ed by a one-year $418,000 grant 
from the Department of Health 
and Human Services (HHS). 
AZT, the only drug approved by 
the U S. Food and Drug Admini¬ 
stration for the treatment of A- 
IDS, will be made available to 
patients under MADAP on a slid¬ 
ing scale, based on gross adjust¬ 
ed income. Under the program, 
gross adjusted income is determ¬ 
ined by subtracting out-of-pocket 
medical expenses from gross in¬ 
come for the year.

Do You Pass the MVA Vision Test? 

We often see patients who have not passed the vision test at 
the Maryland Motor Vehicles Administration (M.V.A.). In most 
cases a pair of glasses or contact lenses can correct the patient's 
visSion to an acceptable level for a “restricted license.” Some 
cases involve eye disorders that require further restrictions. 

Vision requirements of the M.V.A. (Maryland Vehicle Law, 
article #16110-1) are as follows: 

A. Unrestricted license: 

(1) A minimum visual accuity of 20/40 in each eye; 

(2) A field of vision of at least 140 degrees; and 

(3) Binocular vision (useful vision in both eyes). 

B. Restricted license — Vision correctable to standards. — If the 
applicants vision is corrected by glasses or contact lenses to meet 
the above standards, the Administration may issue the applicant a 
restricted license, which states ‘‘holder shall wear eye glasses or 
contact lenses when driving.” 

C. Restricted license — “Night blindness.” — If the applicant has 
less than 20/!40 vision in each eye but, has at least 20/70 in one 
eye and at least 20/140 in the other, the Administration may issue 
the applicant a restricted license, stating “daylight driving only.” 
R. Restricted license — Vision in only one eye, — 

(1) If the applicant is totally blind in one eye, the Admini¬ 
stration may issue the applicant a restricted license, stating “any 
motor vehicle which the holder drives shall have a properly placed 
rear view mirror, and -on each side of the vehicle, an outside, side 
view mirror.” 

(2) Tf the applicaht is totally blind in one eye and has less 
than 20/40 but at least 20/70 in the other eye, the administration 
may issue the applicant a restricted license, stating the same as 
paragraph (1) as well as “daylight driving only.” 

(3) A license may not be issued to any applicant unless the 
vision in his/her seeing eye has been maintained at least at the 
level required by paragraphs (1) and (2) for at least 90 days 
before the date of application.

Greenbelt's city council has decided that the city will 
reimburse former Greenbelt police officer Fred E. Murray 
$2,895 for legal expenses he incurred during his tenure with 
the city's police department. These expenses were incurred 
during the appeal phase of a law suit filed in 1982 by Peter 
Ladnier against Murray, then-police chief Willia mT. Lane, 
the police department and the City of Greenbelt. Ladnier's 
primary claim was that his civil rights had been violated. 
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City Council Meeting

and the Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board (PRAB) have pro¬ 
duced their own reports on the 
park. Both recommend: picnick¬ 
ing and playground facilities 
near the lake, leaving the cen¬ 
tral area undisturbed and locat¬ 
ing athletic fields in the south¬ 
ern part of the park. 

• Isaacs also reported resi¬ 
dents’ complaints about helicop¬ 
ters passing over the city early 
in the morning hours, apparent¬ 
ly from Fort Meade, with attend¬ 
ant noise. McLaughlin responded 
that “We don't know yet where 
they've from" but confirmed they 
are military. 

• Steve Curtis brought up 
the absence of a handicapped 
ramp on the curb at the south¬ 
east corner of the Southway/ 
Ridge Road intersection, and the 
possible general danger to pe¬ 
destrians because the sidewalks 
and crossing are incomplete at 
that location. Giese asserted it 
was the staff's intention to put 
a ramp there and took note of 
the suggested related work. 

• Putens and Isaacs were con¬ 
cerned about the 47 accidents 
reported during city operations 
in 1986. Putens expressed sur¬ 
prise that the federal Occupa¬ 
tional Safety and Health Ad¬ 
ministration (OSHA) does not 
come out to get reports on such 
incidents as Giese informed him; 
Isaacs suggested safety instruc¬ 
tion would be useful. 

• White drew attention to the 
experimental lower Metrobus 
fare on R-ll and R-15 buses 
through Greenbelt, urging that 
residents should take advantage 
of it to encourage the continued 
low-cost service. (Note: The re¬ 
duced fare is also in effect on 
the T-16).

A federal district court judge 
found Murray solely liable for 
payment of damages to Ladnier. 
Subsequently, a federal appellate 
court, on appeals by both Mur¬ 
ray a?id Ladnier, reversed that 
decision and sent the case back 
to the lower court for a new 
trial. In 1986 the case was set¬ 
tled out of court, with the city's 
insurance carrier paying Lad¬ 
nier $45,000. Neither the city 
nor the insurance carrier ac¬ 
cepted responsibility at the time 
for the legal expenses incurred 
by Murray in taking the case to 
the appellate level. 

During its October 5 regular 
meeting, council voted 4 to 1 to 
have the city reimburse Murray, 
after defeating a motion by 
council member Antoinette Bram 
to table the issue. Council mem¬ 
ber Edward Putens provided a 


second for Brant's motion, but 
then voted with the majority to 
reimburse Murray. 

Mayor Gil W T eidenfeld, joined 
by Mayor pro tem Joseph Isaacs 
and council member Thomas 
White, argued that the city's ob¬ 
ligation to stand behind its em¬ 
ployees could not be overruled 
by the charges made in the law¬ 
suit because the courts had not 
sustained a judgment against 
Murray, Weidenfeld spoke of the 
court proceedings as having left 
council with no answers on the 
issues of fact involved. “A per¬ 
son is presumed not to have 
done wrong actions unless he is 
found to have done so," Weiden¬ 
feld added, in reference to the 
legal concept that an individual 
must be considered innocent un¬ 
til proven guilty. 

Isaacs explained that his de¬ 


cision in favor of reimbursing 
Murray was also based in part 
on the city's previous handling 
of the matter. He pointed out 
that no action was ever taken 
by the city to reprimand or pun¬ 
ish Murray in connection with 
the charges made by Ladnier in 
court. (The police department's 
internal investigation of those 
charges was administratively 
closed three years after the 
original incident, when the case 
was still at the appeals court 
level. Francis T. Hutson, suc¬ 
cessor to Lane as Greenbelt's 
police chief, explained his 1984 
decision to close the investiga¬ 
tion by saying, in part, “that 
too great a time has taken place 
for any action to be taken 
against an individual.") 

Bram, in dissent from the ma¬ 
jority position, told her col¬ 
leagues that by voting for Mur¬ 
ray's reimbursement they were 
condoning an aura of behavior 
that does not become a city em¬ 
ployee. She said that council 
should view the situation as the 


lower court did when it absolved 
the city, the then-police chief 
and the police department of re¬ 
sponsibility in the incident The 
city, she contended, should like¬ 
wise divorce itself of any respon¬ 
sibility in the matter. Bram did 
agree with opposing colleagues 
who argued that council is not 
a court of law—but, she added, 
it is an “injustice to the citi¬ 
zens for council not to use con¬ 
ventional wisdom under these 
circumstances."

Geller Sets Records At Md Sr. Olympics 


Long-time Greenbelt resident 
Harvey Geller captured four med¬ 
als and set two records in his 
age-group events in the Maryland 
Senior Olympics (MSO), held at 
Towson State University on Sep¬ 
tember 18-19, The MSO, which 
is held each fall, is open to ath¬ 
letes over the age of 55. There 
are a wide variety of events in¬ 
cluding track and field, swimming, 
bicycle racing, tennis, horseshoes, 
basketball, and others. Competi¬ 
tion is held within each five-year 
age group. 

Geller, who competed in six 
different events in the two days 
of the games, placed first in the 
mile-and-a-half race walk and the 
three-mile bicycle race, second in 
the 50-yard breast stroke swim¬ 
ming race, and third in the 800- 
meters run. His times for the race 
walk (14 minutes, 38 seconds) 
and the bicycle race (9 minutes, 
1 second) set new records for the 
65-to-69-year age group in these 
events,

the MSO for the last six years 
and has earned 27 medals, 18 of

This past summer he 
competed in the first National 
Senior Olympics in St. Louis. In 
these games, which attracted over 
2,500 competitors fr#m 45 states, 
Geller received a silver medal for 
the 1500-meter race walk, miss¬ 
ing first by a half second, and 
another silver in the 10,000-meter 
bicycle race. 

Geller, who was a frequent 
participant in age-group road 
racing in the 1960s and 1970s, has 
given up competition for bicycle 
touring. However, the Senior O- 
lympics is different in that there 
is a variety of competitive events 
and there is much more social¬ 
izing. He is looking forward to 
the Second National Senior 
Olympics which will be held in 
1989 in Baltimore. He urges that 
all seniors (those over the age of 
55) consider entering the next 
MSO games to be held in the 
Fall of 1988. Placing in the top 
three in any event makes a con¬ 
testant eligible for that event in 
the 1989 Nationals.
